The borough Council m ust pass 
an ordinance before it can become 
effective, Corak explained. 


The burgess said a com prehen­ 
sive study has been m ade of "ev ­ 
ery outlet to find a fair program 
equitable to each a n d everyone 
who uses Midland for a livelihood." 
He said those on pension would be 
exem pted. 
He pointed out that by adding 
the new tax the possibility of a 
wage tax will be forestalled at 
least for several years He said the 
occupation tax would be about 80 
per cent cheaper than a wage tax 
under which a person m ight pay 
from $30 to $60 a year. 
Corak said it is felt those who 
work in M idland should be willing 
to pay about 85 cents a m onth to 
keep services, which include p ark ­ 
ing, f i r e and police protection 
available on an efficient basis. He 
said the borough has had to m ake 
considerations for the large num ­ 
ber who work there. 
He explained the borough can 
go no higher in raising its prop­ 
erty tax. Corak pointed out that 
occupation taxes have been studied 
at borough conventions and a r e 
understood to work well in other 
cities. 
Council has not yet adopted a 
tentative budget for the c o rn i n g 
year.

Ai tion And Change

WASHINGTON 
President K e n n e d y has said 
enough now to indicate he intends 
to follow a moderate course and 
that the keynote to his presidency 
will be action and change — but 
not drastic change. 
There are points on which he 
disagrees with the policies of his 
predecessor President 
Eisenhow­ 
er And these are apt to get more 
attention than the points on which 
he agrees 
But there are plenty of points 
of agreement between him and 
Eisenhower, as Kennedy disclosed 
further at his second news con­ 
ference Wednesday, 
Some of the fields in which he 
does not see eye to eye with Ei­ 
senhower may have profound im­ 
portance to the people affected. 
Still, in one field after another, 
instead 
of proposing something 
completely new, he simply wants 
to go a step beyond where Eisen­ 
hower was willing to go. 
For 
instance: 
Eisenhower 
fa­ 
vored a medical care plan for 
the aged. So does Kennedy. But 
Kennedy wants to tie it into So­ 
cial Security. Eisenhower was un­ 
willing to go that far. 
Some of Kennedy’s statements 
Wednesday illustrate strong 
dif­ 
ferences with Eisenhower. 
He opened his news conference 
with the announcement he was re­ 
versing Eisenhower’s critical cut 
in the number of 
servicem en’s 
dependents allowed 
to go over­ 
seas with them. This affected the 
morale of the armed forces. 
But it was part of Eisenhower s 
effort to reduce the flow of Amer­ 
ican gold abroad. 
Kennedy also announced he had 
ordered, in an attempt lo encour­ 
age 
increased 
home building, 
a 
reduction from 5^4 to 5V4 per cent 
in insured loans by the Federal 
Housing Administration.

were definite 
reversals 
of Eisenhower policy. But in one

When it was suggested to hun

Berlin against Communist pres­

In 1957 a committee headed by 
H. Rowan Gaither reported to Ei­ 
senhower on American defenses. 
At the time the Washington Post 
said the report pictured the United 
States as “ in the gravest danger 
of its history” 
The Eisenhower administration 
tagged it top secret and never 
released it. Kennedy was asked 
if he’d turn it loose He said not 
now, not until it has been studied, 
because some of it involved Amer­ 
ican security. 
Changes as they come should 
in some cases be subtle, some 
blunt, but probably in very few 
extreme.

N A F B R A T S objection to the 
prevalence of m urder and m ay­ 
hem on TV is bolstered by its own 
survey of the extent of “ TV Crim e 
Before 9.” 
The findings were alarm ing. So 
m uch so that the organization was 
prom pted to call upon the F ed ­ 
eral Com munications Commission 
to consider specifically the effects: 
of TV crim e on children. 


Mindful of the TV industry’s in­ 
explicable indifference to expres­ 
sions of dissent, President C lara 
S. Logan says in her brief: 
“ F or years national groups and 
individuals have been protesting 
excessive crim e and violence on 
TV, and especially in the early 
evening hours when there it a 
large audience of children. 
“ According to 
recent 
figures 
from th e A m erican R esearch B ur­ 
eau, children under 12 accounted 
for 28.6 p er cent of the total view ­ 
ing audience between 7:39 and 8 
p.m .; 
28.2 per cent betw een 
8 
and 8:30 p .m .; 24.1 per cent be­ 
tween 8:30 and 9:00. 


“ FOR YEARS, authorities such 
as Juvenile Court judges, 
psy­ 
ch iatrists, 
psychologists, 
police 
chiefs, directors of prisons, edu- 
public of harm ful e ffe c ts ,of TV 
crim e program s. 
And yet m em ­ 
bers of the broadcasting industry 
continue to say there is no “ proof” 
th at TV crim e is harm ing chil­ 
dren. 
“ We 
m aintain 
that 
there 
is 
m uch evidence that 
these 
pro­ 
g ram s do have a detrim ental ef­ 
fect and in addition claim there 
is no study to prove they do not.” 
W hat NAFBRAT learned from 
its survey is that 60 per cent 
of all film series m ade for tele­ 
vision use crim e and violence as 
found th at some 10,000 hours of 
crim e film s are in the program 
backlog available to broadcasters, 
m ore than 9.000 half-hour crim e 
show episodes are in the syndica­ 
tion field 
and m ore than 2,000 
of these episodes are being han­ 
dled by the film division subsidi­ 
aries of ABC, NRC and CBS. 
“N etw ork influence,” notes M rs 
Logan, “ does not by any m eans 
end w ith the direct presentation 


of program s on the network sched­ 
ules. In approxim ately three cases 
out of four, netw orks directly p ar­ 
ticipate in the creation, produc­ 
tion and distribution of new crim e 
series for TV.”

Word Sounds Trouble Poor Header 


Many, perhaps most, children 
above the second or third grade 
who are poor readers tend merely 
to pronounce words as they read: 
they don’t read 
to get mean­ 
ing- 
Typically 
they h a v e 
great 
trouble 
w i t h 
such 
short words as 
“ the” , 
“ an” , 
"on” , "with” , 
“ for” . 
O n e 
mother writes 
that her sixth 
grade daughter Dr. Garry Meyers 
may say “ of” for “ for” , “ new” for 
"now” , “ for” for “ from” , “ what” 
for “ with” . 
Although these words don’t car­ 
ry much or any meaning alone, 
they take on meaning when used 
with other words in a phrase or 
sentence. Ifs doubtful whether a 
child profits much from practice 
on these words as separate words. 
An Ohio mother writes: 
“ I am having some difficulty 
with my nine-year-old boy (4th 
grade), in that he cannot read flu­ 
ently and may fail because of it. 


"TO G IVE YOU an example, a 
frequent mistake in reading is the 
word ‘the’. James insists on reari­ 
ng it ‘a’ or ‘and’—and yet he 
knows these words and can sound 
out letters pretty well. Some of 
the simplest words slow him down. 
“ He often inserts letters i n t o 
words that just aren’t there — 
*r* and 'n’ are his favorites. This, 
of course, enters into his spelling. 


“ In a recent essay test, he spell­ 
ed the word ‘joined’ as ‘gorned’. 
The word ’match” he s p e l l s 
‘manch’, for example. 
“ Although he has not be^n a top 
student at school, now in the 4th 
grade, he has improved v e r y 
much in all fields, but reading is 
difficult. 
“ He is willing to learn and will 
work with me, which we do often, 
but progress is slow.” 
My reply in part: 
Since your son willingly works 
with you at reading, you may do 
much for him. You say he can 
sound out letters very well. Yet 
he obviously does not get the 
sounds in some words. 


I ADVISE THAT you print or 
type in a column several words 
which rhyme — match, p a t c h , 
| latch, hatch. Do this with a num­ 
ber of words he spelled wrong be­ 
cause he missed the sounds in 
I them. 
Also often read from his school 


i books to him and with him. Then 


I have him read for 15 minutes from 
a book or children’s magazine he 
finds interesting, but in an easier 
vocabulary than his textbooks and 
: with lots of pictures. 
After he reads a few sentences, 
have him tell you in his own 
words what he has read. Some­ 
times ask him a question, the an­ 
swer to which he can find by read- 
jing parts of a page. 
It might be well to have h i s 
vision tested.

State gasoline taxes are deduc­ 
tible for federal income tax pur-1 
poses at the rate of 7 cents per 
gallon on gasoline purchased in j 
Ohio during 1960, Melvin J. Bur­ 
ton, district director of the Intern-1 
a1 Revenue Service in Cleveland, 
said today. 
Prior to May 21, 1959, the deduc-, 
tible amount for gasoline taxes in 
Ohio was computed at 5 cents per 
gallon. 
The federal gasoline tax is not 
deductible except to the extent 
that the cost of the gasoline, in­ 
cluding the federal and s t a t e 
taxes, is an ordinary and neces-J 
sary expense of carrying on a 
trade or business, or an expense 
incurred for the production or col­ 
lection of income. 
Individuals who are not engaged 
in a trade or business may claim 
a deduction of 7 cents per gallon 
for state gasoline taxes paid in 
Ohio, if deductions are itemized 
on Page 2 of Form 1040 or Form 
1040W, Burton said.
